cordingly, The opinion expressed 
to the effect that the judges were 
opposed to giving judgment in 
these cases Curing the depression 
which is now felt everywhere, and 
which was brought on by war, a 
thing that cannot very well be pre~ 
vented. The order, however, does 
notapply to anyone who has ab 
sconded from Alberta, 


This action will be of great im. 
portance to many in the province, 
especially tothe farmers who have 
suffered from poor cropsand find it 
almost impossible to raise the neces 
sary loans, In fact, the announce 
ment will be gladly received in 
every part, for hundreds of citizens 
were hoping that relief of this kind

A great Grecian iandimark ts the 
Sorus, the mound erected over the 
Braves ut 102 Atheninus who fell in 
the battle of Maratoun, Aug. 12, 440 
B. O. ‘The mound ts abvut turty feet 
high and 8UU yards in circunterence, 
Underneath the muund tie the heroes 
who died in this must decisive victury 
which prevented the Persians trow in. 
vading Kurupe, 

The battle bud hardly begun when 
the Persians in inimensely supertur 
force, doubtiess ten tu one, pulled 
themselves tugethet and by sheer mass 
broke through the Greek center. But 
this had been calculuted upon beture- 
band. Miltlades employed strategy, 
making bis line wenk at the center, 
aud allowed the Persians to break in 
Then, with his heavy masses at the 
ends, he ground the Persian wings to 
Pleces and fell upon theit center. ‘Lhe 
Most stubburn fighting, apart from the 
battle at the ships, was probably at 
this spot, half a mile frum the shora 
Six thousand four hundred Persians 
lay on this plain and alung the shure, 
while 192 men of Marathun lay wrap 
ped in glory on the tela. 

It was long suspected that the he 
toes of Marathon were buried under 
the mound, but Mr. Stuis, one of the 
Greek ephori of antiquities, studying 
the plain, came tu the conciusiun that 
the surface ot the soll had been raised 
by alluvial deposits eight tu ten feet 
above the level of 400 B. UG. In 1800 
he drove a trench with a duwuward 
slant into the centet of the muund 
and fuund the bunes of the berves 


with their weapons beside them.—

SINKING SHIPS, 
1# Completely Submerged They Must 
Go to the Bottom. 

Answering a correspondent who 
writes: “l am very anxious to find unt 
whether a ship wii! sink if the bottom 
of the ocean, is at great depth or, at 
least, at such depth tbat the weight of 
the water would be greater than the 
weight of the ship. It is the opinion 
of many that at a certain depth the 
ship would remain suspended instead 
of sinking to the bottom. Please ex 
plain the exact truth of the matter,” 
Edgar Lucien Larkin in the New York 
American says: 

“Any mass that will entirely sink 
below the surface of the ocean will 
sink to the buttum of any sea or ocean 
on earth, This is because water bs al 
most incompressible. 

“Enormous pressure in hydraulic 
presses bas been made upon distilled 
and also upon sea water, and the di 
minution of volume that ts, increase 
of density—is only 0.000044 for ocean 
water for each atmospbere, L e., each 
addition of fifteen pounds to each 
squire inch. Then wate: soaked wvod 
would be increased iv density by very 
nearly the same amount. 

“Hence if ull of the wood in a woud 
en ship sinks below the surface it must 
go to the bottom. The questivun of 
reaching the bottuim of the ocean ts de 
eided fur any kind of mutter of any 
sbip or boat by its bebaviur at the sur- 
face. If all of the material of the boat 
sinks at all below the surface, then It 
will fall to the buttom of any sea, there 
being sucb a slight increase in density 
of water at the buttuw of the deepest 
ocean.” 


Height of Waves. 

Among tle must trustworthy scien 
tific Measurements of vceun waves ure 
those of Lieuteuunt Paris of the 
French navy. ‘Lhe highest waves 
measured by him were ip the Indiao 
ocean between the Cape of Guuod Hupe 
and the isiaud of St Paul ‘Lhirty 
waves measured during a@ oOorthwest 
gale there averaged twenty nine and 
one-bualf feet tn beight, and six ot 
fgbhem, following one another with 
beautiful regularity, were thirty-seven 
and one-bulf feet in beigbt.

But a bundred years ago the Nep- 
tunist theory, whict bad swept every- 
thing befure it in the minds of men 
of ecience, Met its Waterivo at the 
bands of Hutton, the Scottish geolo 
gist, witb bis “I’lutunic” theory (from 
Pluto, the god of the infernai regions). 
Hutton’s idew was that the materials 
which fill the metullic veins were melt 
ed by beat aud forcibly tajected inte 
the clefts aud fissures of the strate 
frum beluw 

The “Neptunists" and “Plutonists” 
bad a bard fight, with the latter bold 
ing the upper Lund, until thelr theory 
bud assumed « kind of compromise 
fourm, with wate: uguln playing the 
principal role. ‘he American geolo 
gist, Van Hise, is the author of one of 
the latest theories, according to which 
meteoric water (coudensed atmospberte 
Vapor) pebetrutes deep into the earth’s 
crust, aud, with steadily increasing 
temperature, takes up wilperal matter 
into svulutivn. Spreading, as it gets 
deeper, the water reaches larger open- 
fugs ip the rocky crust, in which it 
uscends, with decreasing temperature 
aud pressure.

But this Is vot the last word, and is 
recent years there bas been a partial 
Teaction toward the Plutonist theory, 
Besides, a great deu!l seems to depend 
upon the pature of the ore whose ort 
giv ts tn question.—Gurrett BP.

EXPORTS OF WHEAT 
Our Neighbor Wil! Have a Vast Ex. 


— 

During the excitement of the 1911 
reciprocity campaign much discussion 
took place as to whether the United 
States was still exporting wheat. It was 
urgued by those opposed to reciprocity 
in Canada that the United States 
still had a big exportable surplus, the 
price of which was determined in the 
world’s market at Liverpool, and that, 
therefore, Canadian wheat would not 
gain anything in price by entering 
the United States market. While 
this particular feature of the contro- 
versy was never settled conclusively, 
it is interesting to note that a recent 
bulletin issued by the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington, dealing 
with the 1914 wheat crop of United 
States, estimates tho exportable sur- 
plus of the present crop at over 
300,000,000 bushels, which is probably 
nearly twice as much as the entira 
wheat crop of the Canadian Northwest, 
for the present year. The bulletin is 
as follows: 

“Department of Agriculture esti 
mates there will be 300,000,000 
bushels of wheat available for ex- 
port. Normal requirement is 522,- 
639,000 bushels for domestic use 
plus seed requirements of 77,000,000 
bushels or total of 600,000,000, 
Present indications are that during 
the coming season domestic oon- 
sumption will be unusually large on 
account of takings for livestock 
purposes, and that exportable sur- 
plus will find a good demand 
abroad.” 

Just how Canada’s 160,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat would secure a high 
price in the United States in the face 
of the hig export of United States grain 
is problematical.
